2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-21 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the presently 
recited device, nor method of using, in which a portable calibrant is provided in a headspace contained above a wick, and further 
wherein a liquid analyte is contained within the wick. While the prior art of record teaches various devices and methods for 
generating a calibrant fluid for analyticat testing and calibration, the particular structure of the presently claimed device is neither 

taught nor fairly suggested. 

Claims 1-21 meed the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus exhibit industrial applicability because the subject matter 
claimed can be made or used in industry.
